District No. 1. 


There were two terms of school in this district, both taught 
by the veteran teacher, Miss Laura B. Sanporn. The first 
term commenced May 19, and was seven weeks in length. Dr. 
Scott visited this school and found 18 scholars, with lessons 
well learned and they were quiet and orderly. I visited this 
school near the close and found the same scholars, school or- 
derly, lessons well learned, examination satisfactory. 

Fall term of six weeks commenced Sept. 22. Being from 
home, I did not visit this school until the third week, and then 
found 16 scholars. I visited this school again near the close 
and found 14 scholars present, school quiet, with lessons well 
learned. Examination satisfactory. Roll of Honor: First 
term, Carrie E. Gordon, Willie E. Heath, Charlie F. Stewart, 
Frank E Heath, Frankie H. Flanders, Stevie L. Dustin; sec- 
ond term, Carrie E. Gordon, Willie E. Heath, Burt E. Heath, 
Frank EK. Heath, Stevie L. Dustin, Arthur H. Gordon. 

District No. 2 

This school of two terms was taught by Miss Lura M. - 
SteePper. First term of 6 weeks commenced May 19, with 11 
scholars. Dr. Scott visited this school and reports that the 
scholars appeared well, and were well classified. I visited this 
school near the close and found 18 scholars, school quiet, order 
good, lessons well learned, examination satisfactory. 
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The second term commenced Sept. 15. I did not visit this 
school until the close for this reason, the prudential committee 
did not notify me, and I did not know the school was in ses- 
sion until the close, when I was notified. I visited it then and 
found 9 scholars, who appeared well, with good lessons, and 
examination satisfactory. Roll of Honor: First term, Edwin 
M. Davis, Frank C. Rowell, Mary A. Gordon, Alice Hammond, 
Ida F. Pattee, Mary L. Pattee; second term, Roy 8. Ballou, 
Irvin M. Clark, Frank C. Rowell, Mary L. Pattee. 

Districr No. 3. 


There have been two terms of school in this district. The 
first was taught by Miss Anna L. Promer, and commenced 
Aug. 18, and was six weeks inlength. I visited the school 
near the commencement, and found 6 scholars present, school 
quiet, with good order and good lessons. Being out of town I 
did not visit the school at the close, but, by the report made by 
Miss Plumer, the scholars made good progress with their stud- 
ies. Roll of Honor: Alice M. Keyser, Josie V. Mathews. 

The second term, of 9 weeks, was taught by Miss Lurtia J: 
Locke, and commenced Oct. 15, with 7 scholars. I visited 
this school the first week and found all the scholars present, 
school appeared well and the recitations were good. 1 visited 
this school again at the close and found 6 scholars, who did 
well in the examination. If the black-board exercise was puz- 
zling they kept on trying. I doubt if there are more advanced 
scholars of the same age in town, than there are in this school. 
Roll of Honor: Dick E. Burns, Frank N. Keyser, Ned A. 
Mathews, Josie V. Mathews. 


Districr No. 4. 


There have been three terms of school, all taught by Miss 
Avice L. Knox, of Hill. The first term commenced April 29, 
with 19 scholars. Dr. Scott visited this school and said the 
books were well classified, and school appeared well. I visited 
this school June 30, and found 18 scholars who appeared well, 
examination satisfactory. Roll of Honor; Ina B. Verrill, Ma- 
ry M. Brown, Lilla B. Simonds, Alma L. Berry, Ida B. Verrill. 

Second term commenced Aug. 25. I visited this school near 
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the first of the term, and found 19 scholars, who were as quiet 
as could be expected, with lessons well learned. I did not 
know of the close of the term, sodid not visit the school. 
Roll of Honor: Ida A. Verrill, Alma L. Berry, Bertie Sleeper, 
Charlie Twombly. 

The third term commenced Oct. 13. Neither did I know of 
the commencement of this term. ‘This school closed sooner 
than we expected, so I did not have the privilege of visiting 
this school again as I wanted to do. Roll of Honor: Alma L. 
Berry. 

District No. 5. 

Three terms of school; the two first, taugit by Tuomas 
SincER, of Brookline, Mass., commenced May 13 and kept 7 
weeks. Dr. Scott visited this school and found 22 scholars. 
School did not appear well, order not good, lessons not well 
learned. School in town hall while school house was being 
repaired. At the close of the term, I visited this school and 
found 20 scholars, order not very good, small scholars quite 
noisy, the examination not very satisfactory. Roll of Honor: 
Eva L. Bullock, Lou J. Cloutman, Lou B. Phillips. 

The second term of 8 weeks commenced Sept. Ist. I visited 
itsoon after and found 22 scholars. School noisy but lessons 
quite well learned. I visited this school at the close and found 
18 scholars, examination very good. We think Mr. Singer la- 
bored hard for his scholars but not having good order the 
school was not so successful as it might have been. Roll of 
Honor: Alice Heasleton. 

The third term of 10 weeks was taught by Asa W. Drew, of 
Ashland, and commenced Noy. 17. I visited this school soon 
after and found 17 scholars, who appeared quite well, and 
with very good lessons. I spent the day in the examination at 
the close of the term, andfound 24 scholars, who had made 
good progress with their studies, examination satisfactory, but 
the order was not. Mr. Drew seems to have the faculty of 
teaching scholars, but is a poor disciplinarian. We think if 
the order had been better the school would have been more suc- 
cessful. Roll of Honor: Lou R. Philips, Georgia A. Bullock.

District No. 6. 


Two terms of school. The first term, of 8 weeks, was 
taught by Miss C. Jennre Barrey, in the school-house near J. 
F. Vose’s, commenced May 12 with 19 scholars. Dr. Scott vis- 
ited this school, and reports the school quiet and studious, 
with lessons well learned. I visited this school at the close and 
found 14 scholars, school quiet, good lessons, examination sat- 
isfactory. Roll of Honor: Aggie E. Alexander, Lilla S. Em- 
ery, Willie J. Alexander, Edward Emery, Frank R. Vose, 
Christie J. Vose. 

The second term of 10 weeks was kept in the house near S. 
S. Patten’s, with Miss Ipa L. Forp, of Danbury, as teacher. 
This school commenced Sept. Ist with 20 scholars. I visited it 
the first week, and found 18 scholars who had good 
lessons, and were very quiet. Ivisited this school near the 
close of the term, and found 18 scholars, with lessons well 
learned, examination satisfactory, but the school was somewhat 
noisy. Roll of Honor: Willie J. Alexander, Aggie KE. Alexan- 
der, Harry Alexander, Lilla 5. Emery, George E. Dicey, Abbie 
G. Tenney. 


District No. 8. 


One term of school of 8 weeks, taught by A. BLancue TrEn- 
ney, of Grafton, commenced Aug. 18. Ivisited this school 
the first week, and found 8 scholars, school quiet, lessons well 
learned. I visited this school again at the close, and found 4 
scholars, who were very quiet, examination satisfactory with one 
exception, and that scholar had been absent 164 days out of 40 
days’ school. Miss Tenney evidently tried to teach. her schol- 
ars, but with a total of 148 absent half days how could the teach- 
er succeed. Roll of Honor: None. 

District No. 9. 

Two terms of school. The first term, taught by Miya Hirr, 
of Bristol, commenced May 12 with 18 scholars. Dr. Scott 
visited this school and reports that the school appeared well, 
lessons well learned, but books not well classified. I tried to 
class the scholars but did not succeed very well as some left 
school on that account. I visited this school at the close and

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found 13 scholars. School quiet, lessons well learned and 
good advancement made in their studies. Roll of honor: Elsie 
FE. Brock, Elvira R. Chapman, Oscar F. Akerman, Leston W. 
Brock, Orrin 8. Gray, Horace F. Coons. 

Second term commenced Sept. 15 and was taught by Burt S. 
GaLe of Bristol. Being out of town I did not visit this school 
until the third week, when I found 16 scholars who appeared 
well and orderly, with lessons well learned. I visited this 
school near the close of the term and found 18 scholars pres- 
ent, who had made very good advancement, but some did not 
seem to understand what they had been over when they were at 
the black-board. Roll of honor: Elsie E. Brock, Elvira R. 
Chapman, Mary R. Coons, Nellie M. Gray, Leston W. Brock, 
Elmer F. Brock, Horace F. Coons. 


Districr No. 10. 


Two terms of school, both taught by Miss Saran E. Suiio- 
way, of Grafton. The first term commenced May 26. I did 
not visit this school until June 10, and found 8 scholars, who 
appeared well, lessons not very well learned. I visited this 
school again at the close of the term, and did not think the 
scholars had made great advancement with their studies. 
School very noisy. 

Second term commenced Aug. 25, in the house near H. J. 
Weltons, with 10 scholars. Order not good, lessons quite well 
learned. I visited this school again near the close, in the 
house near James Berry’s, and found 6 scholars who were quiet 
and had good lessons. Examination satisfactory. 

The first term of school was kept in the Berry school-house. 


Roll of honor: ist term—Florance C. Folsom, Mabel A. 


Hutchins, Orren Akerman. 2d term—Florance C. Folsom. 


In making this report I have endeavored to give a correct re- 
port of the schools the past year and just as they have appear- 
ed tome. On the whole my connections with the schools have 
been very pleasant, and I have but very little censure to make 
and more praise. The schools will, we think, compare favor- 


ably with those of past years, but are we content to stop here? 
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or shall we go on and make them better each year? To do this 
there are several things we must do. One is to raise more 
money for schooling ; another is to have better and more com- 
fortable school-houses. We send our children to such houses 
as we, ourselves, would not go to and they have to sit on 
those hard and uncomfortable benches for six hours each day ; 
and often with holes and cracks through the ceiling where the 
wind blows through, and thus endangering their lives. 

One thing more is to havea better supply of black-boards. 
Some of those now in use are so poor that one can hardly 
make a mark with chalk that can be seen. 

I would urge the Prudential Committees to be very careful 
in the selection of teachers, and be sure to hire good ones, even 
if you do pay a little more per month. Your scholars will 
learn more and faster than they will with a teacher that you 
only pay $10 a month, 

Parent and committees should visit the schools more. The 
past year only three Prudential Committees have visited the 
schools. Parents and others, to the number of 172, have vis- 
ited the schools the past year. 

Parents should see to it and have their children more prompt at 
school. If well they ought to be at school and there in season 
‘every day during the term. J think if you could see the teach- 
ers’ registers and see the tardy and absence marks against your 
children’s names, you would be astonished, and next term there 
would be a marked difference in their being punctual at school. 
Teach them to be punctual now and they will have some thing 
that will be of vast importance to them in after years. Also 
give the teacher your support in all things that are right. We 
can not have good schools without good order and if the child- 
ren know that the teacher will be upheld in keeping order by the 
parents they will be inclined to be more orderly themselves. 

In regard to text-books. ‘There should be a change in read- 
ers. Those now in use have been used so long that the chil- 
dren know a great share of them by heart, so they can repeat 
it without the book. Also the grammars need to be looked af- 
ter, as there are several kinds used, as there are in reading books. 
The geographies, arithmetics and spellers are well enough now. 
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During the past year I have puta few of Brown’s Physiologys 
in the schools, these were introduced by Rey. C. W. Griffin. 
Perhaps you may ask, if these changes need to be made why 
did not you make them?” The reason is this, putting in one 
book a year is enough, but I do earnestly hope the next S. S. 
Committee will make some change until we have only one auth- 
or in a Glass of books throughout the town, and that one used 


exclusively. 


I would call attention of the Prudential Committees to the 
fact that they are required by law to notify the School Commit- 
tee of the commencement.and close of the schools in their dis- 
tricts ; also that they should ask the teachers to return the reg- 
ister to the School Committee before they receive their pay for 
teaching. Most of the committees did notify me about the 
schools, but not one required the teacher to return the register 
and geta receipt for the same. If this was done we could 
make a correct report to the State Superintendent ; as it now is, 
we cannot, for there were but a very few registers returned 
properly filled, and those were mostly by young teachers. 

Remember one thing, that our schools are the foundation of 
the nation, that from these schools some are likely to arise that 
will use great influence over their fellowmen and the nation. 
Some of the most honored men of our times received their first 
start from these stepping stones, the common school; and per- 
haps some boy in this town will become a great actor in nation- 


al affairs, so let us give them good schools. 

The Roll of Honor contains the names of those who have 
not been absent or tardy during the term. Last year there 
were 67 different-names on the roll of honor; this year only 55, 
a decrease of 12. Next year try and make this up and add 
more names to the list. 

Whole number of scholars who attended school two weeks, 
or more, 159,—87 boys and 72 girls. Number of scholars less 
than 5 years attending school, 2; between 5 and 15, 117; over 
15, 40; number not attending any school, 5; number of visits 
made by 8S. S. Committee, 34.

We have had as usual three terms of twelve weeks 
each, in all the schools in this district. 


GRAMMAR SCHOOL. 


Whole number of scholars for the year, attending two 
weeks or more, thirty-two; average, nineteen ;. wages, 
$34-67- 

Mr. Harry I. Cole, taught the first term. I am _ not 
able to say much from personal knowledge of the school 
for this term. Not having received any notice from 
Mr. Sweatt, the prudential committee, I arranged with 
thé teachers for the examinations on the last day, and 
had a notice in the ‘*Suncook Journal” and proceeded as 
per said notice. But this school which was .to have re- 
ceived visitors in the afternoon was ordered closed at 
noon. 

The opinion expressed to us is that Mr. Sweatt was 
ashamed to have an examination. And he certainly be- 
trayed a want of confidence in his teacher by demanding 
of him a certificate from me that he had properly kept, 
and duly returned his ‘‘Register,” before paying him. 
A thing never before, or since, required of any teacher 
in this town. 

Brother Harry may make an eminent lawyer, but 
from what we know and hear, we do not think he will 
ever make a first-rate teacher. 

Miss Carrie M.. Cochran taught the second and third 
terms. She began under unfavorable circumstances, 
but she immediately became master of the situation, 
and I unite with brother Sweatt, in saying that we have 
had the best school ever kept in our new house. Miss 
Cochran has taught more than sixty terms; and several 
terms in this district in years past. And as often as she

- Miss Etta Bartlett, teacher. Whole number, eighty- 
five; average, forty-five; wages, $28.00. 

This school has more than doubled the number of 
scholars the past year. It has been very fortunate from 
the beginning in the adaptation of its teachers, but never 
more so than under the instruction of Miss Bartlett. 


There is no work so important to the general welfare 
of the community as is required for the maintainance 
and prosperity of our common schools; and whoever 
from selfish designs, spite or spleen, would do ought to 
injure the school, or rob the poor children of its largest 
benefits, deserves the condemnation of all good people. 

The great trouble.in our humble town, and especially 
in No. 4, is that a few assume to have all the law, re- 
ligion, educational talent and oficial ability there is in 
town. All the rest are branded with a profane oath as 
fools! These wise ones, if they cannot ruz/e, seem de- 
termined to vuzz/ And these have not a child in the 
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schools, and are sustaining drinking houses where the 
fathers of the poor children corrupt their morals, blast 
their reputation, embitter their lives and ruin their souls! 

For the sake of our tewn, for the good of the chil- 
dren, for the benefit of all, we would devoutly pray, God 
save us from being subject to the dominion of such men! 

Personally, our record in the matter of schools and 
schoo] houses in this town is before the voters and the . 
people. We do not claim infalibility; we know our 
weakness and often mourn because of its But we do 
claim that no man has any right to make his judgment 
the standard of our conscience. Our own judgment 
must and will rule our own conduct. 

In our relation to the schools, for the years that are 
past, our only thought, feeling and action has been for 
the greatest good to the largest number.
